Ray Mears under consideration

Ray Mears, former head 
basketball coach at the 
University of Tennessee at 
Knoxville, is a contender for 
the position of athletic 
director at the University of 
Tennessee at Martin, ac¬ 
cording the the Nashville 
Tennessean. 

In a story published Wed¬ 
nesday, the Tennessean 
stated that Mears’ ap¬ 
pointment is dependent on his 
receipt of a "clean bill of 
health” from his personal 
physician. 

According to UTM Chan¬ 
cellor Charles Smith, Mears 
and his wife were invited as 
weekend houseguests While 
in Martin, Mears toured the 
campus and read the 
testimonies of witnesses at 
meetings of the Inter¬ 
collegiate Athletic Study 
Committee. 

"He was invited for the 
purpose of providing advice 
and council on the UTM 


athletic situation," Smith 

said. 

Smith added that after 
viewing the campus, he and 
Mears reached the mutual 
conclusion that he would be 
the "ideal person" to help 
UTM develop its athletic 
program. 

"We simply discussed the 
possibility at this point," 
Smith stated "There is no 
vacancy at the present time; 
we do have an athletic 
director (Bob Paynter) who is 
also the basketball coach.” 

Smith stated that some of 
the testimony of the Inter¬ 
collegiate Athletic Study 
Committee indicated that the 
athletic directorship and 
coaching position are two full¬ 
time jobs, and that a divided 
work-load may be UTM's best 
course of action. 

“If he (Mears) is interested, 
I will call the regular athletic 
committee into session,” 
Smith said. “They will be

Aaron speaks at banquet; 
alcohol, drugs discussed

"I understand that students 
here at UT Martin think a 
mixed drink is chocolate milk, 
that marijuana is some city in 
Mexico and that dope is some 
guy thinking a co-ed dorm is 
one in which upperclassmen 
and freshmen live,” Henry 
Louis (Hank) Aaron 

said at the recent UTM 
football banquet. 

Aaron, holder of the world 
homerun record with 755 
homeruns, said alcohol and 
drugs are major problems in 
America today. 

Legislators in some states 
are trying to move the 
drinking age up to 21 because 
more and more 

young people are becoming 
alcoholics. 

“Alcoholism is on the rise 
between teen-agers and young 
adults, causing erratic 
behavior, poor study habits, 
sloppy dress, depression, 
traffic accidents and death," 
the former Atlanta Braves 
outfielder said. 


"I understand that 
alcoholism may be the 
number one problem in 
America among all ages and 
both sexes," he said. 

Problem drinking is 
generally considered a 
problem of poor people but it 
affects every social level, 
according to Aaron. 

“The recent experience of 
Betty Ford, Herman 
Talmadge and Billy Carter 
lets us know that this problem 
affects every level of our 
society," he said. 

Aaron, who was up to bat 
12,364 times during his 23-year 
career, stated that while 
teenagers are drinking more 
and smoking less pot, their 
parents are drinking more and 
smoking more. 

People with a successful 
career, fame, fortune and 
other material things who to 
turn to narcotics because they 
did not find happiness concern 
Aaron 

“It bothers me to learn that 
Elvis Presley died of an 
overdose of drugs as did 
Marilyn Monroe. Jane 
Johnson and many others,” he 
said. 


To insure national defense 

Selective service needed 


“If we look at it from a 
historical standpoint, there's a 
lot of precedence for a draft,” 
said Major Joe Malcolm, 
assistant professor of military 
science, at an open forum 
Monday night in Ellington's 
blueroom 

At the 7 pm discussion 
Malcom covered the draft's 
legality and history, with 
special emphasis placed on 
the selection of candidates for 
the draft. 

Malcom questioned the 
induction of only those aged 19 
and 20 because in the past 
those drafted were aged 18-45, 


and he also presented a plan 
whereby women would be 
drafted when the supply of 
younger men is exhausted. 

Malcom said that since the 
successful man has the most 
to fight for, some believe that 
everyone should be drafted so 
that the army would have a 
cross section of society with 
more of its personel willing to 
fight. 

Some question the legality 
of a draft, but Malcom said 
that although the Constitution 
deals with this issue in vague 
terms, it seems to favor any 
measures that would insure 


the national defense 

"The Congress is allowed to 
raise and support armies, 
declare war and to create 
legislation to support the 
above." Malcom said. 

According to Malcom, the 
American Civil War saw the 
closest thing to a draft until 
World War I, when the 
government enacted the first 
genuine draft law. 

“Is it necessary to register 
now?” Malcom asked. "This 
goes back to the question of 
readiness and is sometimes 
dictated by other countries' 
actions." 


There is a lesson to be 
learned by less influential and 
less famous people from the 
death of those who died, ac¬ 
cording to Aaron. 

“We must find happiness 
within ourselves, not from 
things around us. We must 
develop a sense of purpose and 
direction in life so that we 
succeed and win simply by 
living and being a part of, 
rather than apart from, life ," 
"Hammering” Hank said. 

After expressing his con¬ 
cern over people abusing 
alcohol and drugs Aaron 
showed concern about an 
athlete, amateur or 
professional, playing a unique 
role in America. 

“Any athlete is a hero to 
millions of fans, people with 
ordinary means, an everyday 
type occupation, average 
income, average schooling 
and sometimes limited op¬ 
portunities. They praise him 
when he succeeds and damn 
him when he fails,” Aaron 
stated 

If athletes are going to 
make big bucks, they must be 
able to win the big game and 
they must give something in 
return to the fans, the people 
who make it possible for them 
to earn such a good living, 
according to Aaron. 

“Athletes should become 
involved in the community, 
should lend their name to 
worthwhile causes and 
provide a good image for 
young people, who practically 
worship them. It is a big 
responsibility, but such 
responsibilities come with big 
salaries and big names," he 
said. 

He urged athletes to 
remember that sports is a 
short season and today's hero 
is tomorrow’s forgotten name 
and face. 

“Whatever career you 
choose, remember you should 
be your own best fan and your 
own biggest booster because if 
you don’t believe in yourself, 
who else can or will or 
should?” he asked.

Savage said

"The kick board relay is 
when the swimmer does not 
use his hands.

"The T-shirt relay involves 
taking off a shirt and giving it 
to the next person to put on 
before he can swim his 
distance in the relay,” Savage 
explained.

Savage went on to state that 
before anyone can participate 
in Sigma Splash, he must 
attend a mandotory meeting 
in the student lounge of the PE 
Complex. 

“Each fraternity and 
sorority can have a different 
swimmer in each division or it 
can use the same swimmer, 
and in the open division, one 
person can enter as many 
races as he wishes,” Savage 
said. 

“In the sorority and 
fraternity divisions first place 
trophies will be presented, and 
in the open division, Sigma 
Splash 1980' T-shirts provided 
by Miller Brewing Co. will be 
awarded as prizes," Savage 
said. 

Admission for Sigma Splash 
will be 50 cents and all 
proceeds will go to Special 
Olympics. 

"We predict a really good 
year because of greater 
student interest and because 
of the participation of 
Recreational Sports," Savage 
said. 


UTM's financial woes explained

Is UTM in financial trouble? 

If so, to what extent? 

During the next two weeks. 
The Pacer plans to conduct an 
indepth examination of the 
overall financial crisis 
facing this university. 
Included within this 
examination will be facts, 
figures and explanations as 
well as statements, comments 
and suggestions from some of 
the administrative personnel 
at UTM. 

First of all, is the crisis 
real? 

Larry T. McGehee, former 
chancellor of UTM, ap¬ 
parently thinks so. In a 
memorandum sent to all full¬ 
time faculty and staff at this 
university last spring, 
McGehee had the following 
statements: 

"In light of the cumulative 
effects of budget short-falls 
over the past seven years here 
at UTM and the further short¬ 
fall mandated by the proposed 


state appropriation for UTM 
next year...I must inform you 
that UTM now faces a severe 
financial pinch that must have 
solutions before the 1980-81 
fiscal year," McGehee stated. 

“Now I must call for your 
extra efforts to initiate those 
steps necessary for this 
campus to sustain it's' 
academic missions against 
the declining enrollments and 
declining resources of the 
economic future facing us,” 
McGehee continued 
"Perhaps in this process we 
may also use the whole 
variety of personalities and 
expertness available here to 
forge a better university 
out of our common ad¬ 
versity." 

Indeed. UTM is facing a 
financial crisis of immense 
proportions According to a 
memorandum sent to the 
faculty and staff on Jan. 18 by 
Chancellor Smith, UTM will 
incur a short fall of ap¬ 
proximately $118,900 for the 
fiscal year 1980-81 


“After deducting the funds 
needed for salary increases 
and longevity, the net base 
approppriation for UTM 
represents a $118,900 reduc¬ 
tion from the current year's 
state appropriation," Smith 
stated. “The reductuion is the 
result of the state ad¬ 
ministration's decision to 
scale back the THEC (Ten¬ 
nessee Higher Education 
Commission) request to 93.35 
percent of the formula 
generated funding level in 
order to keep the total request 
for higher education within 
the bounds of anticipated 
state resources.” 

Formula funding is a term 
with which the majority of the 
faculty and staff at UTM have 
had some acquaintance The 
concept may be somewhat 
less familiar to most of the 
student body, however 

Francis M. Gross, research 
associate at UTK. has done 
extensive work in the area of 
university funding and has 
completed a report entitled "A 
Critique of the Tennessee 


Higher Education Budget 
Formula." Within this report. 
Gross offers valuable insight 
into the functioning of so- 
called "formula-funding." 

“The THEC was created in 
1967 by the Tennessee 
Legislature and directed to 
develop policies and formula 
for the fair and equitable 
distribution of state funds 
among the institutions of 
higher education in the state," 
Gross's report states. "In 
1970-71, a budget formula for 
statewide use was introduced 
which incorporated the 
results of the first cost study 
performed in the fall of 1969' ’ 

"A procedure was 
developed for a biennial cost 
study to be performed to 
update the instructional 
formula factors,” Gross 
continued. 

Although Gross admits that 
the THEC formula has several 
shortcomings, he still feels 
that its positive attributes 
make the formula highly 
desirable when compared 


with many other state funding 
formulas. 

John Mathenia, instructor in 
the Department of Inter¬ 
national Programs, has also 
completed research into 
formula funding of higher 
education in Tennessee. 
Details of the THEC formula 
funding procedure are con¬ 
tained within a report which 
was done by Mathenia in 
November of 1979. 

“The formula generates 
expenditure requirements for 
each academic unit and 
revenues are projected from 
all sources other than state 
funds," Mathenia writes. 
"These revenues (with the 
exceptions previously men¬ 
tioned) are generated from 
tuition, interest and income 
are subtracted and income are 
subtracted from expenditures 
with the difference 
representing the request for 
state ^appropriations 

‘Expenditures are 
classified in eight functional 
areas: (1) Instruction and 


Academic Support; (2) 
Maintenance and Operation of 
Physical Plant; (3) 
Institutional Support; (4) 
Student Services; (5) 
Research; (6) Public Service; 
(7) Developmental Studies 
and (8) Other Functions (staff 
benefits, student aid and 
special allocations),” 
Mathenia states. 

Institutional expenditures, 
according to Mathenia's 
report are as follows: in¬ 
stitutional expenditures. 62 
percent; maintenance and 
operation of the physical 
plant, 13 percent; student 
services, 8 percent; in¬ 
stitutional support, 9 percent; 
other functions, develop 
mental studies, and public 
service, 8 percent combined 

“In fiscal year 1979, state 
appropriations will represent 
66 percent of total revenue,” 
Mathenia states. "Student 
fees and charges represent 23 
percent and other income 
constitutes the other 11 
percent.” 


With this breakdown of the 
THEC formula, it should now 
be easier to understand how 
funds are allocated to the 
various departments at UTM 
by state appropriations 

The calculation for fiscal 
year 1980-81 at UTM, ac¬ 
cording to the memorandum 
sent out by Chancellor Smith, 
is as follows: 

The THEC recommended 
base per formula (based on 
fall 1979 enrollment plus 5 
percent inflation) is $9,160,500 
The 93.5 percent sescaleback 
by faculty and administration 
leaves the recommendation at 
$8,562,700 To this is added a 
pro-rate share of $1.8 million 
in new funds, which comes to 
$122,400, and the actual base 
per faculty and ad 
ministration fiscal year 1980 is 
$8,685,100. This is $475,400 
short of full formula funding 

When this figure is in¬ 
creased by six percent due to 
salary increases plus 
longevity of $671.500.the total 


appropriation recommended 
by the governor is $9,356,600. 

However, the actual fiscal 
year 1979-80 appropriation 
comes to only $8,804,000. 
When the above mentioned, 
six percent is added to this 
figure, the amount needed to 
stay even comes to $9,475,500 
The difference between this 
amount and the governor's 
recommendation is $118,900. 

Clearly, UTM is facing a 
financial crisis. Just what can 
be done to help alleviate the 
situation? Former Chancellor 
McGehee had a constructive 
comment to offer regarding 
the entire matter 

"Our first duty is to see that 
UTM lives within its income,” 
McGehee stated. “Our second 
duty is to see that non- 
academic services are 
sacrificed before academic 
ones."

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Campus pay telephones 
in deplorable condition 


Concerned students have recently contacted 
The Pacer about the deplorable slate of repair 
that moat of the pay telephones on campus are 
presently in. 

A quick check around the campus showed 
that the students had every right to be con 
eemed 

"I’ve seen people waiting in line for over an 
hour just to use the pay phone." stated one head 
resident 

While the G-H Hall telephones seem to work 
acceptably, almost every other dormitory on 
campus appeared to be having some type of 
problem with the pay telephones 

Austin Peay apparently had the worst 
problem It has no pay telephones at all 
Apparently they were taken out because of 
frequent misuse 

But at least one source has told us that the 
telephones had never been kept in good repair 
and that resentment on the part of General 
Telephone because of the new ROLM telephone 
system which was installed last year was a 
major reason for the sub standard telephone 
service on campus 

If this is the reason for the inadequate ser¬ 
vice, The Pacer feels the GTE should make 
immediate reparations. If the reason is 
negligence on the part of GTE. they should still 
start providing decent service to their 


Survey accuracy needed 


The Pacer commends the UTM Department 
of Housing for its attempt to make dormitory 
residents aware of the potential dangers 
resulting from unlocked doors We would, 
however, like to propose some suggestions to 
make the survey more of an accurate 

reflection of UTM’s door-locking ratio. 

It is illogical that the survey was taken at 
approximately 12:30 am because a large 
number of residents are still awake at this 
hour Due to the nature of the survey, some 
RAs were unable to determine whether 
residents wav still awake in their rooms, or 
if they had gone to bed with unlocked doors. 

The Pacei believes that this type of survey 
would be much more accurate if the survey 
were to be taken at 3 or 4 am. Only a few 


residents would be awake at this hour and their 
doors could be discounted in the final tally of 
locked versus unlocked doors 

In addition, the department of Housing 
should expand its campaign in order to make it 
more effectieve Along with a check of locks, a 
follow-up of lectures, question-and-answer 
sessions with dorm residents and information 
regarding the potential dangers of open doors 
could be presented. Housing has already used 
some of these methods, but a well-organized 
and carried out plan of education would make 
their efforts worthwhile. 

The Pacer hopes that the students who reside 
in dorms appreciate the seriousness of the issue 
of non-locked doors. We know that the 
Department of Housing does 


Time for P.E. changes 


The Pacer feels that the physical education 
requirements for students attending UTM 
should either be modified to a substantial 
degree or eliminated altogether 

As it stands now, UTM students who are not 
physically handicapped and less than 25 years 
old are required to take at least six hours of 
physical education or ROTC courses One can 
only wonder as to why students are allowed to 
substitute regular classroom courses 

for their physical education requirements A 
course which does not involve direct physical 
exertion and training in a specialized skill 
should not be allowed to take the place of a 
course which is designed to do just that. 

Secondly. The Pacer believes that persons 
over 25 years of age should not be made exempt 
from the physical education requirement Such 
discrimination on the basis of age is totally 
uncharacteristic of the direction in which our 
society should be moving. People need to stay 


in shape regardless of their age. Perhaps 
physical education courses could be designed to 
meet the specific needs of older individuals. 
Such courses could be oriented more toward 
acquiring certain skills rather than physical 

endurance. Even if not required of the average 
student, physical education courses should 
serve the purpose of challenging the motor 
skills of the participant 

In closing, The Pacer would like to reiterate 
its call for universal physical education 
requirements at UTM or none at all. And all 
courses used in meeting this requirement 
should meet certain criteria as physical 
education courses and be held outside the 
normal classroom setting. The Physical 
Education Department at UTM is one of the 
finest in the state. It should be utilized to the 
maximum extent for the betterment of all 
concerned. 
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customers In fact, we can see no reason 
whatsoever for the neglect of our pay 
telephones 

When there are over 5000 customers on 
campus, it is ridiculous to provide them with a 
dozen pay phones, especially when one con¬ 
siders that half of these won’t be working at any 
given lime 

One student explained his frustrations: 

“I needed to call home but we don’t have any 
phones over here (in Austin Peay); so I went to 
McCord but they said that they (the phones> 
were in an area that was restricted except 
during open house So I went to Ellington 
They had two phones over there, but one of 
them was torn up and the other one had a 
waiting line about a mile long ” 

The student said that he finally went to the 
University Center but that it had closed for the 
night. 

He can only be thankful that his call was not 
an emergency) 

Obviously, GTE needs to get its act together. 
Regardless of the reason for the problem, the 
time has come to resolve it. 

The Pacer sincerely hopes that GTE will see 
the error of its ways and make the necessary 
corrections—by fixing the existing telephones 
and installing additional telephones to make 
access to them easier and less time consuming.

accomplish our goals for the 
twenty-first century. The 
issue of population growth is 
an important one. 

At the present time the 
population of earth is doubling 
approximately every 35 years 
The significance of this fact is 
clear when one considers the 
implications. 

In order to maintain our 
present world standard of 
living (in which one-half of the 
population is severely 
malnourished) all nations 
must double their present 
production of food within the 
same period of time. Many 


experts feel this is an 
unreasonable expectation 

The starvation in Africa in 
the 1970s and the present 
Cambodian famine are seen 
by these experts as the 
beginning of a wave of famine 
and disease that may sweep 
the world leaving few coun¬ 
tries untouched and killing as 
much as 90 percent of the 
world's population. 

In his book The Population 
Bomb, Dr. Paul R. Ehrlich 
has prepared a primer 
examining the fundamental 
causes of uncontrolled 
population increase. Although 
published In 1969 the book is 
still extremely pertinent to the 
study of man's future. 

The Population Romb is 
very well organized. Starting 
with the definition of the 
problem and factors 
producing it, the work con¬ 
tinues on to explore several 
possible alternatives to the 
present situation. The author 
examines present action in the 
form of governmental and 
civic organizations. The book 


by Richard Barrett 

concludes with a summary of 
how individual citizens can get 
involved if they feel the need. 

From beginning to end the 
book is very tightly written. 
No space or reader's time is 
wasted on unnecessary 
repetition tnus eliminating the 
monotony often associated 
with this type of text. Ehrlich 
has gone to great trouble to 
keep mathematical terms and 
operations to an absolute 
minimum, resulting in an 
extremely interesting and 
easily read volume. 

Enlightened self-interest 
suggests that those of us ex¬ 
pecting to live in the twenty- 
first century would do well to 
invest time studying possible 
problems now developing. In 
this way we may enter the 
next century with reasonable 
expectations instead of 
unrealistic enthusiasm—if not 
for ourselves, at least for our 
children.

Another salty situation 


House call 

Do Americans know how 
much salt is in the foods they 
eat? Would it make any differ¬ 
ence if they did? 

Early man ate only the salt 
that occurred naturally in his 
diet of plants and animals In 
ancient civilizations salt was 
so precious it was often used as 
currency Being worth your 
salt meant being worthy of 
hire Now we eat 25 times as 
much as the body needs; for 
many of us this triggers irre¬ 
versible high blood pressure. 

Dr Harold J Morowitz, 
Yale University biochemist, 
has written about salt from the 
evolutionary standpoint 

Historically speaking, 
heavy salt consumption is a re¬ 
cent development Morowitz 
remarks that many centuries 
of genetic mutation would be 
necessary for the human body 
to adapt to such a radical di¬ 
etary change involving an es¬ 
sential mineral In the long 
period of natural selection in¬ 
volved. metabolic complica¬ 
tions could be expected Lower 
vitality and a shorter life span 
would be the fate of those un¬ 
able to achieve the metabolic 
adjustment 

Mow did we escalate to such 
high salt intake within only a 
century or so 1 It is easy to un¬ 
derstand when you consider 
(al how many processed foods 
we eat and (b) how salty they 
are. The difference between a 


natural diet more like that of 
primitive man and a diet of 
processed foods is the differ¬ 
ence between a daily sodium 
intake of less than one gram 
and a daily intake of about 10 
grams. 

Morowitz contrasts salt 
content of two groups of edi¬ 
bles. Sodium values in milli¬ 
grams per Vh ounce portion for 
some natural foods are as fol¬ 
lows: apples—1. aspara¬ 
gus—2. beans—19. beef—65. 
beets—60. bluefish—74. 
cream-43, eggs—122, 
milk—50. peanuts—5. pota¬ 
toes—4. and wheat—3. 

Contrast these with some 
prepared processed foods in 
which sodium content is con¬ 
trolled mainly by the manu¬ 
facturer: canned aspara¬ 
gus—236, cooked bacon 
—1.021, canned beans—500-600, 
bittersweet chocolate—615. 
American cheese—1,136, corn 
flakes—1,005. margarine— 
987. doughnuts—501, peanut 
butter—607, dill pickles— 
1.42*. tuna in oil—800, waffle 
mix. 1.029 

Notice that many of these 
3Mr ounce portions (corn 
flakes, for example) contain a 
gram of sodium or more. Many 
experts think daily sodium in¬ 
take should be limited to two or 
three grams for best health. 

Some high-sodium foods 
make this exceedingly diffi-

cult—for example: 3'A ounces 
of dried, chipped beef contain 
4,300 milligrams (over four 
grams) of salt; salt cod—8,100; 
olives—2.400; popcorn—1,940; 
and pretzels—1,680 Appre¬ 
ciable amounts of these edibles 
and many other salty meats, 
cheeses and snack foods could 
raise daily sodium intake to 
well over 20 grams Some 
people eat this much 

And to many people excess 
salt is toxic. Yet we have de¬ 
veloped a way of eating that in¬ 
stills a craving for salt—an ac¬ 
quired taste—from infancy on 

Limits on the levels of salt 
which may be added to pro¬ 
cessed foods have been recom¬ 
mended by a committee of in¬ 
dependent scientists under 
FDA contract to review food 
additives. Restrictions have 
also been endorsed by the 

American College of Cardio¬ 
logy. the American College of 
Preventive Medicine and other 
groups The FDA has been 
asked to require labeling of all 
packaged foods as to salt con¬ 
tent 

Even if salt levels in foods 
are not restricted, a simple no¬ 
tation of salt content would be a 
big step toward truth in eat¬ 
ing In time, as people become 
more salt conscious, it might 
even cause manufacturers to 
lower the amounts they put in 
foods

Baluchi, a tribal group who 
inhabits parts of Afghanistan. 
Pakistan and Iran, according 
to Taylor. 

He said that if the Baluchi 
revolted against existing 
Communist governments and 
formed a nation of their own. 
the Soviets would intervene if 
they thought they could get 
away with it. 


Dr. Pat Taylor, associate 
professor of history and a 
student of the Soviet 
Union's attitudes and policies 
said in a recent interview that 
he doesn’t believe the United 
States will use military 
strength in retaliation for the 
Soviet’s invasion of 
Afghanistan 

"Afghanistan is not vital to 
the interests of the United 
States and there’s no way we 
can fight a war in 
Afghanistan, simply because 
it’s a country without Iran 
sportation,” Taylor said 

If the Soviets use 
Afghanistan as a launching 
base for an invasion of Iran, 
the United States and several 
other nations can be expected 
to react with military 

hostilities, according to 
Taylor. 

“If war comes, I think it'll 
come through 
miscalculation." he said "If 
we elected a president who 
took the position of letting the 
Soviets do what they please 
and they are led to believe that 
there will be no resistance, 
then they might do it and a 
war follow."

Although most marijuana 
comes from South America, it 
originated in Central Asia, 
where it’s been used for ap¬ 
proximately 5000 years.

Others 
maintain, however, that there 
are three species of 
marijuana, all found in 
Central Asia 

Marijuana is sometimes 
called a five purpose plant 
because in Central Asia the 
natives have used the plant for 
food, fiber, medicine, oil and 
narcotic effect. 

Most marijuana users in the 
United States forego the first 
four uses of the plant in favor 
of the last, but the seeds are 
sometimes fed to birds

According to Sharma. 
although marijuana can grow 
in a wide variety of habitats, 
the plant grows best under dry 
and cool conditions, with the 
narcotic potency approaching 
its maximum under dry and 
warm conditions. 

“The data that I have 
collected seem to indicate that 
environment controls the 
growth in the narcotic potency 
of the plant," he said. 
“However, some reports 
indicate that genetics is an 
important feature in con¬ 
trolling marijuana growth and 
narcotic frequency." 

According to Sharma. his 
research could produce 
valuable information for law 
enforcement agencies and for 
the medical field.

“If it isn’t in use, turn it 
off." 

According to Robert Smith, 
facilities and safety engineer, 
that is the best way to con¬ 
serve energy. Most of the 
buildings on campus are 
heated from the steam plant. 
Coal is used to heat the water 
for the steam plant and in the 
summer the buildings are 
cooled by "chillers” that cool 
the water. 

According to Smith. 
Browning Hall is the cheapest 
building on campus to heat 
and cool. The total energy cost 
is 34 cents per gross sq. ft. The 
most expensive is the 
University Center with a total 
energy cost of $1.13 per sq ft. 
Smith also said the estimated 
cost of coal is $36 per ton and 
that for the 1978-f979 base 
year, 4.570 tons of coal were 
used for the heating of the 
buildings on campus.
